THE HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN COW. 
By T. J. Julian, President lowa Hol- 
stein-Friesian Breeders’ 
Association. 


I am lead to write this article be- 
cause of an editorial that appeared in 
your February 20th issue, which was 
a reply to an inquiry from a Clay 
County, lowa, subscriber, entitled 
“Change in Farm Management.” The 
inquirer said that he desired to keep 
eight registered brood sows and was 
planning to buy 10 Jersey or Guern- 
sey cows. In your February 27th is- 
sue you answered another inquiry 
from a South Dakota subscriber who 
asked whether he had better use Hol- 
stein-Friesian or Shorthorn cows for 
the dairy. Now, Mr. Editor, I wish 
to say that I believe the Holstein- 
Friesian cow to be superior to all 
cows for the dairy in this section of 
country. She is superior as a pro- 
ducer of milk, butter, and cheese, be- 
cause she can produce them at a 
greater net profit than any other cow. 

You hear much talk from the public 
platform at institutes and dairy meet- 
ings from the advocates of small 
cows about ten per cent profits, and

economical production, both of which 
are very misleading, unless’ other 
things are taken into consideration. 
One cow may give a much larger per 
cent of profit than another and yet 
her net profit may be very much 
lower. Now let me prove it. Study 
the problem over, readers of Farmer 
and Breeder, and if I am not right 
show me where I am wrong. If I 
prove my case, and you are running 
a dairy, then go to the nearest breed- 
er of good Holstein-Friesians and 
buy a ‘bull to improve your herd. 
Some years ago I had charge of a 
very large dairy. All breeds were 
represented, scrubs predominating. 
This gave me a great opportunity to 
study breeds and compare them with 
each other. To prove the fallacy or 


truthfulness of per cent profit as 
against net profit I took four cows 
under my own care. I fed, cared for, 
and milked those four cows myself. 
Two of them were large Holstein- 
Friesians, with great big udders; the 
other two were Jerseys. 

I like big udders. I am a firm be- 
liever in the saying “No udder no 
cow.” It is just as true as “No feet 
no horse.” A cow must have the res- 
ervoir, store room or warehouse to 
hold the manufactured product she 
has made out of the food she has eat- 
en, and the larger this reservoir or 
udder, if of the right texture, the 
more product it will hold. Further- 
more, the more milk it holds the 
greater the net profit, though the

small udder might mean a higher 
per cent profit. 

The two big cows produced on an 
average 2.5 pounds of butter fat per 
day. Good cows, were they not? Two 
of as pretty Jersey cows as I ever 
saw, of the refined, beautiful type— 
the type that wins in the show ring 
—gave on an average one pound per 
day. Now the big cows’ were big 
eaters. ‘They had ravenous appetites. 
They never minced their feed. They 
went after it like a hungry country 
boy after his dinner. The big cows 
were given about 15 pounds of grain 
per day mixed as follows: Two pounds 
oil meal, eight pounds of oats, and 
five pounds bran. Feed was cheaper 
then than now, so it cost 14.2 cents 
per day. 

This is leaving out the silage and 
timothy hay. Of these two products 
I fed as much as the cows would eat 
without waste. The Jerseys ate six 
pounds of grain per day—one pound 
oil meal, two pounds ground oats, and 
three pounds bran. ‘That was all the 
grain they would eat with a relish; 
in addition they were fed as much 
silage and hay as they could or would 
eat. The cost of the grain feed was 
5.6 cents per day. Butter fat at the 
time brought 25 cents per pound. The 
2.5 pounds, produced per day by the 
big cows, therefore, brought 62.5 cents. 
Subtracting 14.2 cents—the feed cost 
—left 48.3 cents net profit. The pound 
of butter fat produced by the Jerseys 
brought 25 cents. Subtracting the 
cost of the feed—5.6 cents—left 19.4 
cents net profit. Anyone can see 
that the net profit from the big cows 
was about 2.4 times greater than the 
net profit from the little cows. Now 
let us see how about the per cent 
profit which the misguided owners of 
little cows talk so much about. 

Divide the 62.5 cents worth of but- 
ter fat obtained from the big cows by 
48.3 cents—the net profit—gives us 
about 129 percent profit. Strange to 
say that dividing the 25 cents worth 
of butter fat obtained from the small 
or Jersey cows by 19.4 cents—the net 
profit—also gives 129 per cent profit. 
The big, robust, vigorous cows made 
2.4 times more net profit than the lit- 
tle‘Jerseys, yet the big cows made no 
greater per cent profit on the feed con- 
sumed. Put in another way, the big 
cows gave a net profit of $2.40 every 
time the little cows gave $1, yet the 
per cent profit was the same. Don’t 
be fooled any longer by such mislead- 
ing matters as “per cent profit.” 

I have just read an argument by Mr. 
Malcolm H. Gardner of the Advanced 
Registry, which shows up in fine 
shape the fallacy of per cent profit 
over net profit. It is as follows:

FADS IN STOCK BREEDING NAR- 
ROW THE MARKET. 


During the past year or two, I have 
been brought into contact with the 
color question from an _ unexpected 
angle—that of its relation to pure 
bred Holstein-Friesian bulls in grade 
or scrub herds. Many farmer-dairy- 
men have written me for suggestions 
in regard to the purchase of a pure 
bred bull; and of those mentioning 
color four-fifths showed a preference 
for light colors. When I asked their 
reasons for preferring light colors, al- 
most to a man they answered that 


they had none, only that they had 
noticed that Holstein-Friesian breed- 
ers seemed to prefer light colors in 
buying bulls to head their own herds. 
Quite a number of letters have come 
to me from farmers who have bought 
pure bred  Holstein-Friesian bulls, 
complaining that their calves were 
half or more red and white, and cast- 
ing doubts on the purity of blood of 
the ‘bulls sold them. Lastly, several 
Holstein-Friesian breeders have writ- 
ten me as to what should be expect- 
ed from Holstein-Friesian bulls in 
grade or scrub herds; ‘showing that

purchasers of bulls from their herds 
were finding fault as to the outcome 
in color of calves. 

I have referred many times to the 
color question, and am beginning to 
think that persistence by our breed- 
ers in any such fad will furnish a 
serious problem for the future. It is 
needless to mention that the great 
majority of our greatest cows show 
dark colors, for all breeders who have 
looked into the color matter know 
that. Also, most know that the great 
majority of the foundation ‘stock im- 
ported from Holland had the black 
and white markings in nearly even 


proportions; for while they looked 
dark in color, the skin if spread out 
would show nearly as much white as 
black. White is the most persistent 
of colors, and one difficult to breed 
off. It is seldom that one finds an all 
black horse, cow, pig, dog or cat. 
Even with the blackest a few white 
hairs are apt to be found, usually at 
the extremities. The horse will have 
a white star, or foot; the pig, a snip, 
star, white feet or switch; the dog 
and cat, white, throat or belly. It 
may be only a few white hairs, but 
the white is pretty sure to be there. 

When black is bred off it does not

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retire to the extremities, but just 
disappears; and in some cases it has 
nearly been bred off of Holstein-Frie- 
sians. I know of one case where a 
valuable cow was only saved by a 
black spot as large as a silver dollar; 
and I have seen many animals with 
very little black. Now, what is to be 
expected if a pure bred, light colored 
Holstein-Friesian bull, with the ten- 
dency to black weakened for genera- 
tions because of a color fad, is sold 
into a grade Shorthorn herd? The 
colors of the Shorthorn are red and 
white, or a mixture of red and white 
making roan. The white is common 
to Holstein-Friesians and Durhams, 
and the red in the one is as strong 
as the black naturally is in the other. 
But if the tendency to black be weak- 
ened in the Holstein-Friesian sire, it 
is more than likely that the red of 
the grade Shorthorn dams will prove 
as strong or even stronger than the 
black of the sire. In the former case 
the calves will be half red and white 
and half black and white; and in the 
latter case there will be more that 
are red and white. While the black 
color may prove a handicap when 
quarter bloods because black and 
white are called Holstein-Friesians, on 
the whole it is an asset that the Hol- 
stein-Friesian breed can ill afford to 
lose. Adherence to any fad is not 
only detrimental to any breed, but 
also has a tendency to narrow the 
market for stock of that breed.

Editorials 


Time was when a 
breeder looked with 
apprehension at the 
attempt to establish 
another herd of the same breed in 
his approximate neighborhood. Com- 
petition was feared, and the establish- 
ment of another herd was looked up- 
on as an encroachment upon a prior 
right. This notion is fast giving 
away, in fact, is being relegated to 
the limbo of fool fads and fancies. 

It is now becoming a well recogniz- 
ed fact that the greater the number 
of breeders of the same breed in the 
same locality, the better for each in- 
dividual breeder. Community breed- 
ing not only creates healthy rivalry 
but as an attraction is governed by 
the same law that governs all attrac- 
tion through the universe, which is 
directly as the mass and inversely as 
the square of the distance. The 
greater the number of breeders in one 
locality the greater the attraction to 
outside buyers. Wide separation of 
breeders immensely lessens. their

power to attract buyers. 
There is another feature of com- 
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munity breeding whose’ economic 
value is just beginning to be recog- 
nized. I refer to the community 
ownership of valuable herd sires. It 
is not often that the owner of a small 
herd feels financially able to  pur- 
chase a herd sire of the first rank. If 
there is no handicap in this direction, 
it would not be wise to confine the 
services of such a sire to a small herd. 
If purchased by a community the pur- 
chase price is distributed, and the pos- 
sibility of the sire becoming famous 
greatly augmented. Every fine 
daughter, or son, of such a sire, in- 
creases the value of every breeder’s 
holdings the same as though it be- 
longed to his own herd. 

Last, but not least, and, perhaps, 
of greatest importance, though not 
as generally recognized, is the estab- 
lishing of a common community in- 
terest, the solidifying individuals in- 
to neighborhood units, the promotion 
of fellowship, effort and influence. A 
community acting as individuals is 
like a rope of sand, but bound to- 
gether by a common interest it pre- 
sents an irresistible force. Com- 
munity breeding is progress; it is a 
movement in lines parallel with na- 
tural evolution.

QUARTERLY MEETING OF THE 
ST. LAWRENCE COUNTY H.-F. 
BREEDERS’ ASSOCIATION. 


Condensed from a report by H. Mason 
Knox. 


The St. Lawrence County Breeders’ 
Club held a _ two-session quarterly 
meeting on March 12th. Upwards of 
50 were present, President Daniels 
in the chair. The per capita yield of 
the dairies of the county was discuss- 
ed. It was pointed out that the per 
capita gain for the last decade had 
been very slight. One explanation 
was a lack of knowledge of what in- 
dividual cows in the different herds 
were producing, and it was suggest- 
ed that factorymen might do much 
to improve this condition by publish- 
ing on a bulletin board the average 
yield from month to month of their 
patrons’ dairies. Another explanation 
of low per capita yield was found in 
the manner of renting farms. It was 
stated that many farms were rented 
at a stipulated price per cow and 
that the farms were overstocked with 
poor cows. The question of the bene- 
fits of cow-testing associations came 
up, and it was the opinion that they 
had failed to come up to expectations. 
The failure was believed to result

The question of the time of holding 
the meetings of the association was 
discussed and it was agreed that bet- 
ter results might be attained by hold- 
ing the meetings in the winter months 
when the members had more leisure 
to attend.

New York State Dairymen’s Associa- 
tion was introduced and spoke upon 
the legislation now being enacted at 
Albany, having to do with the dairy- 
men’s interests.

THE HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN COW. 
(Continued from page 320.) 


“If a man wants to make his feed 
last he should get a smaller cow than 
the Holstein-Friesian. Our Jersey 
friends claim that their cows are the 
most economical dairy cattle in the 
sense that they will convert a dollar’s 
worth of feed into more money than 


a Holstein-Friesian. In this they are 
right, but in this line a milk goat will 
beat a Jersey cow to a frazzle. Why? 
Because the goat is the smaller dairy 
animal just as the Jersey is smaller 
than the Holstein-Friesian. But if a 
Jersey or a Guernsey produces more 
money from a dollar’s worth of feed, 
is she not the more profitable ani- 
mal? By no means. Suppose a man 
has a small cow, and a large one. 
After each eats $21 worth of feed the 
small cow has returned $54 and the 
large one but $42. The small is then 
$3 ahead, is she not? But suppose 
the small cow requires four months 
to eat the $21 worth of feed and the 
large cow only three months, and that 
the owner pays out $7 more for feed 
which she turns into $14 in cash. 
Then at the end of four months the 
large cow has eaten $28 worth of 
feed and returned in cash $56 or a 
net profit of $28 while the small cow 
has eaten $21 worth of feed and re- 
turned $45 in cash, or a net profit of 
$24, which is $4 less net profit than 
the large cow made.” 

Here again we have a forceful il- 
lustration of the fallacy of per cent 
profit over net profit. The large cow 
ate $28 worth of feed and returned 


$56 in cash or just 100 per cent. The 
small cow ate $21 worth of feed and 
returned $45 in cash and a net profit 
of $24 or 114.2 per cent. The cow 
that gave $4 more net profit gave 
14.2 per cent less profit. Reader, do 
you believe it? 

Now I will take up the economical 
production in my own way. Suppose 
I have a little Jersey or Guernsey 
cow and a big Holstein-Friesian. The 
little cow produces butter at a cost 
of 10 cents per pound, and the Hol- 
stein-Friesian at a cost of 12 cents. 
From this you might conclude that, 


other things being equal, the little 
cow would be the better one. Sup- 
pose the little cow produces 350 


pounds a year. Her feed cost would 
then be $35, would it not? Suppose 
you sold the butter at 30 cents per 
pound—$105. Subtract the feed cost 
—$35—and you have left $70 net pro- 
fit. The Holstein-Friesian produces 
500 pounds of butter per year at a 
cost of 12 cents per pound; her feed 
then would cost $60. At 30 cents per 
pound her butter would. bring $150. 
Subtract $60—the feed cost—and we 
have $90 net profit. Do I need to say 
more? Are not the figures correct?
